ST is recorded that 3 Hus, who 
$ I & was burnt by the Papiſts towards 
Se the Beginning of the Fifteenth 
Century, told his Executioners, 

That now they roaſted a Gooſe, but in the 
Space ofa Hundred Years Time they ſhou'd 
hear a Swan ſing. Which was accordingly 
verificd by Dr Martin Lather's Preaching 
juſt a Hundred Years after: and many other 
inſtances have been of particular Perſons 
foretelling future Events; but few ſuch as 
the Author of this Prophecy whom ſome 
have accuſed of Witchcraft; But the Pub-

He tells us the genuine Character of Her 
is that ſhe liv'd an extraordinary pious 
Life, and died in great Serenity of Mind, 
after giving advice to her Friends and Re- 
lations in a ſerious manner; that ſhe was 
a Perſon of an ordinary Education, but 
was ſupernaturally endow'd with an un- 
common Penetration into Things, which 
made her become very famous. 


We have likewiſe the Place of her Birth, 
the Miniſter's Name who baptized her, 
the Time of her Marrying, and the Name 
of her Husband, and where ſhe lived, 
the Form of her Perſon, her Stature 
and Viſage, with ſeveral Prophecies that 
are well known in Zorkſhire to have hap» 
pened according to her Predictions.

Repreſenting a Woman on her Knees, 
with her Hands cloſed together in a pray- 
ing Poſture, which ſays the Author, 1s to 
be ſeen at this Day, (Anno 1740) and I 
ſuppoſe may be there ſtill, 


Now all theſe Circumſtances which re- 
late to her Life and Character, are ſo many 
Indications of the Veneration the People 
had of her, and of their good Opinion in 
her Favour, 


Tis true ſhe was a Papiſt, but then 
here is this to be ſaid in her Favour, 
that ſhe lived before the Reformation ; 
but never ſays one word againſt it, nay, 
ſhe rather ſeems to defire it, as the 3 iſt and 
324 Lines of her Verſe-Prophecy runs.

And all along in her Prophecy ſays not 
a word againſt the Proteſtant Religion. 


Having therefore ſo good Reaſon to be-

King James the Second's Time had almoft 
extinguiſh'd the bright Light of the Goſpel 
Sun. The twenty ninth Verſe begins a- 
gain at the reign of King Henry the Eighth, 
and ſo proceeds downward ſucceſſively to 
the reign of his preſent Majeſty King George 
the Second, as the Gentleman who pub- 
liſh'd the Prophecy hath ingemiouſly 
open'd, and who leaves off after explain- 
ing theſe two Lines: 


63 A Lion-Duce ſhall after reign, 
64 And of the Whiskers clear the Main. 


This the Gentleman ſuppoſeth may mean 
his preſent Gracious Majeſty King George 
the IId. who ſhall clear the Main of the 
Spaniards whoſe Cuſtom it hath been ma- 
ny. Years to wear Muſtacio's or Whiskers, 
as the Northern Term is: but whether this 
Clearing of the Main be already done or not 
may admit of Diſpute. I believe Time 
will be the beſt Interpreter. The other 
ten Lines are ſuppoſed to be yet to come. 


There is likewiſe another Prophecy of 
the Lilly, which is generally ſaid to be a- 
ſcribed to Mother Shipton as the Author of

The laſt Prediction of our famous Pro- 
pheteſs, tis ſaid, was concerning the Time 
of her Death, which ſhe declar d to ſeveral 
Perſons who viſited her in her advanced 
Age. And when the Time ſhe had pro- 
pheſic of approached, ſhe called her 

riends together, advis'd them well, and 
took a ſolemn Leave of them, and taying 
herſelf down on her Bed, ſhe departed 
with much Serenity ; being upwards of 
Seventy three Years of Age.

Eyes will be opened to ſee the Folly of 
adhering to thoſe blind Leaders of the 
Blind, as I take it for granted they muſt 
be. If we look back five or fix Lines we 
may be ſatisfied concerning this Opinion, 
for we are told Line 65 and the following, 
That he that chanceth to ſurvive after the 
ſtruggle in the reign of the Lion-Duce, 
{hall ſee England greatly thrive; and one 
great cauſe of this thriving is, without 


doubt, the riſing of theſe Goſpel An- 


glers, who ſhall adorn the Kirk by their 
Holy and Exemplary Lives: They fhall 
be Ornaments to the Church of England, 
which ſhall enjoy great Proſperity under 
their Miniſtry : | Becauſe they ſhall, like 
Peter, become Fiſhers of Men, as that 
Appellation of Goſpel-Anglers, without 
Doubt, doth ſignify. 


Now if we obſerve that the M-th-d-/ts 
uſe this Method of going about.to catch 
Men, and at the ſame Time adhere. to the 
Church of England, uling their Form of

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Members thereof: I ſay, if we obſerve 
theſe things, we may be apt to think that 
theſe are the very Perſons who are ye: 
fied of. 


And yet here is an Objection, which 
ſeems to contradi& this Opinion; Which 
is, that theſe Goſpel Anglers are not men- 
tioned in the Reign of the Lion-Duce, but 
are to appear in thoſe happy Times which 
ſucceed his Reign, 


But I anſwer, although it be fo, that 
they are not mentioned more early, yet that 
doth not prove that they ſhall not appear 
before. The Reaſon (as I apprehend) that 
Mention is not made of them before, is, be- 
cauſe of the Diſadvantage of their Condi- 
tion before the Struggle; being oppreſſed 
by their Enemies. But after theſe Trou- 
bles are over, happy Times ſhall immedi- 
ately ſucceed, and theſe Goſpel - Anglers 
ſhall be fo far differently treated, 


| Now in order to ſupport this Opinion, 1 
ſuppoſe 


ſuppoſe that theſe Preachers ſhall at their 
firſt Riſing bear their Teſtimony againſt 


the Corruption of the Age in General, and 
againſt the Blindneſs and Luke warmneſs of 
the Clergy in Particular, for which Cauſe 
they ſhall be deſpitefully us'd, by the un- 
repenting Age. But God ſhall ariſe and 
ſcatter his Enemies on every fide; who
